The 33o<i<-ru 


Professor Muhaify, iu The Njne*eenth 


Century, explains how French might 
have been the international medium of 
language, but how commerce iu a cer- 
tain way has changed ali this: 


If the old Fr>>!ii;ii monarchy and aris- 


tocracy bad not been swept away by 
the terrible roTolntion, it France had 
not ruiued h«r primacy in courtliness 
and had not for a time bt-come the 
^read and tbe horror of ail Enrope, it is 
(uite possible that French might have 
become the exclusive iutemarioiial me- 
dium. Bat the mercantile preponder- 
ance of England aud tbe national an- 
tagonism of Germany raised up rivals 
to her supremacy. And since the asser- 
tion of nationality was identified with 
tbe speaking of a special language all 
hope of any agreement has disappeared. 
When I Vfas young, it was fairly as- 
sumed that a working knowledge of 
English, French aud German would 
open to the student all the stores of Eu- 
ropean learning. Nothing can now be 
further from tbe truth. Not only are 
there eeiTOEiSs and literary works of in- 
ternational importance—I exclude mere 
poetry and small talk—in Italian and 
Greek, and far more in Dutch, but there 
are mines of knowledge only to be 
reached by acquiring Russian and Hun- 
garian. I am told that the geological 
and zoological observations over the 
buge area of Asiatic Russia are now 
published in Russian Transactions. I 
know that the most interesting reports 
on Hungarian social and political ques- 
tions are now ia Hungarian yellow 
books. 


Max Mailer's Father. 


My father belonged to the post-Goethe 


period, though Goethe (died 1S33) sur- 
vived him. He was born in 1794, and 
died in 1827, and yet in that short life 
be established a lasting reputation not 
only as a scholar, but as a must popu- 
lar poet His best known poems are tbe 
"Gnecheniieder," tbe 
Greek 
son«s 


which he wrote during the Greek war 
of independence. These Greek songs, in 
which bis lova of the aucient Greeks is 
mingled with bis admiration for heroes 
such as Kanaris, Marcos Bozzaris and 
others who helped to shake off 
the 


Turkish yoke, produced a deep impres- 
sion all over Germany, perhaps because 
they breathed tbe spirit of freedom and 
patriotism, which was then systematic- 
ally repressed in Germany itself. The 
Greeks never forgot tbe services render- 
ed by him in Germany, as by Lord By- 
ron in England, iu rousing a feeling of 
indignation against tbe Turk, and as 
tbe marble for Lord Byron's monument 
in London was sent by some Greek ad- 
mirers of the great poet, tbe Greek par- 
liament voted a shipload of Peutelicau 
marble for the national monument erect- 
ed to my father in Dessau. His lyrical 
poems also are well known all over Ger- 
many, particularly the cycles of the 
•'Sobona Mnllerin" and tbe "Winter- 
raise," bc;b\jo marvelonsly set to mn- 
«ic by Schubert and others. H? certain- 
ly bad caught tbe trne tone of tbe poet- 
ry of the German people, and many of 
his poems have become national proper- 
ty, being sung by thousands who do not 
know whose poems they are singing.—

waters of Victoria sea, where Payer 
placed Zicby Land, and tempt any fate 
that fortune may have for him -in die 
Ear north. "I look upon Qneea Victoria 
sea," he wrote, "as my most favorable 
route northward next year. 
When the 


sun returns nest spring, the mapping of 
Fianz-Josef Laud will be practically 
complete, and nothing should prevent 
my attempting the open water or the 
crust of ice of this sea." Mr. Harms- 
worth, who is footing the entire bill for 
he costly enterprise, says that this op- 
portunity of reaching the highest lati- 
tude ever attained will not be allowed 
to pass and that Jacksou will strain 
every nerve to beat Ifansen'ss record.— 
New York Sun.

Tbe 
rattan is twisted and woven into a pretty 
border, which rises so as to conceal the 
lid, and the latter slides into position 
instead of being fastened with screws,

covered with white enamel, the only 
thing about the whole affair that sug- 
gests the casket. Inside the rattan case 
is a copper one to contain the body.

Where Inexhaustible Supplies 


tum Are Obtained. 


Scientists have long been puzzled at 


the wonderful geological phenomenon 
presented by Pitch lake, in the island 
of Trinidad, the well kuown source of 
such vast supplies of asphultam used on 
the streets of this and other countries. 
The lake or pot is estimated at onlj 
some 118 acres in area, yet ithas yielded 
up many hundreds of thousands of tons 
of asphaltum, and, notwithstanding 
the quantity dug out, the excavation, 
curiously enough, is refilled with the 
strange substance in two or three weeks, 
aud thus it is that the level of Pitch 
lake is said to bo never lowered. 


A mule aud a cart can ttavel over 


this asphalt surface, but there are soft 
spots in which the animal would sink if 
he stood still. The temperature of the 
asphaltum in this natural and inex- 
haustible reservoir is stated to be nor- 
mally a little above the temperature of 
the atmosphere, but there are indica- 
tions all over tbe island that at some 
period, ages ago, Pitch lake boiled over 
and the liquid asphaltnm covered the 
island.—Ex

One cf thete relics is a common 
csbin clock, the hands bt-ing stopped 
at 1:-15 o'clock on the morning of March 
14, isaii. The Oregon's flag is in the 
same, case witii the chirk. 
When the 


steamer Mary A. Boardman was sunk 
on Komcr sh< als in 18C4, she earned 
down a fire ho=e nozzle, which .SO years 
Jaier was brought up and is now label- 
ed as a cnrio. The old pound steamer 
Rhodo Island contributed a bottle of 
tt-Heis water, which still retains some 
of the original liz; tho Confederate 
ram MerrimaC'is rrpresentrd by a lamp 
shade, and a British man-of-war, which 
is said to have been .sunk in 1774 iu 20 
fathoms of water, in later yrars gave 
up n piece of rope which bears every 
evidence of having tcoume well ac- 
quainir-ii with salt water. 
; 


The Mnpsar, who.se wreck is supposed 


to tin somewhere off Port Morris and to 
be the hiding place, of lots o? British 
gold, has added a cai:nou ball to the 
collection, and another cannon ball is 
said to be from the wreck of Morgan's 
pirate ship. Two mementos of an un- 
lucky ship are a part of the name board 
frcni tho stem cf one of the boats and a 
piece of ehorr.'d timber from the Fame 
boat which was part of the outfit of the 
Briti.-h ship Carnichill, which was on 
tire not long ago at a Brooklyn pier. 
She was siftt-rvcard rebuilt and named 
tho Charles K. Flint and was burned 
at sea on her first voyage under the 
American flug. 


ReiicK from the wreck of thesloop-of- 


war Morning Star, which was sunk in 
1778 by the explosion of 250 kegs of 
gunpowder at the spot which is now 
the corner of Front and Broad streets; 
a sword which was sunk three times, 
on tho steauiirfs Tallapoosn, Cairo and 
Conc-stoga; 
a candlestick 
from 
the 


wreck of the .Spai.ish steamer Viscnva, 
which went to pieces on the. Jersey 
coast; a buttle of black sand from bor- 
ings made in the search for a founda- 
tion for a lighthouse 011 the dreaded 
Diamond shoal, off Cape Hatterus, 
brought up from a depth of 105 feet be- 
low tbo EC;I floor, and a badly rusted 
pistol from the wreck of the steamer 
Wells City are other interesting re- 
minders that big ships as well as little 
ones are, subject to tho common fate 
which is supposed ultimately to over- 
take those wbu bravo tho dangers o£ 
the deep and that depth is no safeguard 
against the wrickc-r. 


Iu addition to these are relics from 


the German steamer Artesia, which was j 
wreckdi in the. strait of Magellan; the i 
nnnso plate, from the wreck of the steam- ! 
er Atlantic, cu the Nova Scotia coast; • 
seme magnetic sand from Sable island, i 
a piece of the fir-t. Atlantic cable, a hot- ' 
tie of olive oil from the bark Robert?, 
which was sunk in 1844, the bottle be- 
ing recovered in 1877; a gun from tho 
steamer Bramhull, which took a cargo 
of arms to Turkey and did not return; a 
glass gradnato from tho British hark 
Lornty, which wtut ashore on Liberty 
island last winter, and a large number 
of other fragments of wrecks from va- 
rious parts of the American and West 
Indian coasts where I he company has 
carried on its operations. 


Surrounding this strange collection 


are pictures of wrecks and rescues, bat- 
tered hniksnnd stove in steamers, divers 
and their apparatus and some old time 
photographs, one of them being of tho 
now. famous Competitor, which has 
been mixed up in FO many alleged Cu- 
ban filibustering expeditions. This last 
picture was taken 20 years ago, when 
tho vessel was at tho pier on the Statfan 
Island shore.—New York Tribune.

ed to the council. 


Soon after the adoption of the spec- 


ifications by council, the council in 
its wisdom decided to amend the 
specifications so that we should be 
free from tbe Trinidad asphalt mo- 
nopoly ana derive the benent of com- 
petition. Tbe result of this action is 
shown by tbe bids which were re- 
ceived on the 14th inst 


The Ayers bid looks like a straight 


bid, and certainly a reasonable one. 
It has the proper figures for the dif- 
ferent classes c! work and shows on 
its face that Mr. Ayers was bidding 
in good faith, and with the expecta- 
tion that his bid would be seriously 
considered.
